| An reports from Washington qgree 
that President Rooseve.t is deter- 
mined” that Congress shall pass a 
vailroad rate regulation bill this Win- 
ter. Whether it be the Esch Townsend 
dill or a new measure, the power to fix 
freight rates must be lodged with 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
Most of our Presidents have been con- 
tent to recommend legislation by Con- 
gress; to address that body upon the 
state of the country, and point qut in 
what ways the public welfare might he 
promoted by the action of Congress. 
Presidents have now and then seemed 
to urge the legislative department. to 
take action, but that is as strong a 
word as could be used. No other Pres- 
ident than Mr. Rooseve.t has ever 
shown a determination to compel 
action upon an independent and co-or- 
dinate branch of the Government. 

Our Washington dispatches yester- 
day morning brought the news that 
that part of Mr. Rooseve.t’s message 
which deals with the railroad rate ques- 
tion “has been laid away as finished, 
not to be disturbed or revised.” It is 
added that persons who are in the con- 
fidence of the President believe his ar- 
gument for rate legislation to be com- 
plete, patriotic, and substantially un- 
answerable,“ insomuch that the Sen- 
ate will have difficulty in evading the 
responsibility.“ Probably the Senate 
will neither attempt to answer the 
President's argument nor to evade any 
responsibility. It is entirely capable of 


coldly killing his rate-making measure 


after the obedient House has sent it up 
to the Senate end of the Capitol, with- 
out taking the trouble to consider it at 
all. The bill will very likely not be re- 
ported to the Senate, and advanced to 
the stage of debate. That a bill satis- 
factory to the President will be passed 
is not within the range of reasonable 
probability. | 
Meanwhile the- country n to 
get light upon the perfect needlessness 
and the great potentiality for mischief 
and destruction of this policy upon 
which the President so resolutely in- 
fists. Mr. James J. HNL. talks about 
rate-making at a dinner given to him 
by the managers of the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition at Portland, Oregon, 
on Monday evening. He disposed of the 
statement made, as he said, in an or- 
ficlal manner,“ that there has been no 
reduction of railroad rates in the Unit- 
ed States for twenty-five years—it hav- 
ing been charged that apparent reduc- 
tions were nullified by changes in clas- 
sification—by the simple comment that 
the statement was a lie. He then told 
in a manner that is likely to arrest the 
attention of the country of what has 
been going on on his own railroad: 
The reduction in the average rate per 
ton per mile in twenty-five years on the 
Great Northern Railway aggregates $667,- 


000,000. That has been the reduction that 
the people have gotten on one railroad. 


I am not afraid that any Federal regula- 


tion will ever get down deep enough to 
touch us where we live, because, long be- 
fore they do, the country will be strewn 
with railroad corpses. They would bank- 
rupt two-thirds of the 5 in the 
United States.

To the mind accustomed only to aides 
nary transactions the payment of ten 
millions of dollars in cash is an im- 
pressive fact in itself, and it is not very 
many years. since such ‘a payment by 
an individual in the course of business 
would have aroused a good deal of in- 
terest and some wonderment. But when 
on Monday the General ‘Education 
Board received that sum from Mr. 
ROcKEFELLER in checks—a half dozen 
of a million each, a couple of two mill- 
ions each—the matter attracted no es- 
pecial attention, none at all as to the 
magnitude of the payment, and not 
much as to its object.

‘payment of all existing policies as they 
taatare, to the last man. 

As the entire receipts and accumulations 
would not exceed the amount required for 
payment of policies, there could be in that 
case no dividends. 

To be on the safe side, however, a lower 

rate of interest is assumed in computing 
the premium that will usually be realized 
in practice, while the mortality table itself 
was so constructed as to show a some- 
what higher rate of mortality than is in- 
curred in actual experience. The result is 
that in a properly 
there will rapidly accumulate an excess 
of funds over the amount that will be 
actually necessary for the ultimate pay- 
ment of existffig policies. This excess will 
he returned to policy holdets from time tc 
time in the way of so-called dividends. 

Excess funds are apportioned as divi- 
dends, either yearly or at the end of a 
specified period of years. The former is | 
termed the annual dividend method, the 
latter the deferred dividend or deferred 
distribution plan. Each system has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, and most 
{companies allow policy. holders to choose 
for themselves whether they will receive 
their dividends yearly or allow them to 
accumulate for a period of years, the plan 
selected being stiptlated in the contract. 

The chief advantage of the deferred div- 
idend lies in the fact that, accumulated 
during a period of, say, fifteen or twenty 
years, it will amount to a much larger 
sum than the aggregate of fifteen or 
twenty annual dividends. It comes in an 
amount large enough to be of material 
service, and at a time of life when it ts 
apt to be especially acceptable; while the 
annual dividend received each year is an 
amount too small to be of any great use 
to the policy holder or to be invested 
profitably, and the insured. as a rule. 
nothing to show for it fifteen or 
twenty years later. 

There is a very general impression in 
this country that the deferred dividend 
system is an American device of com- 
paratively recent invention; and, as it has 
been wonderfully popular and hard to 
meet in competition, 
sition in some quarters to look upon it 
as an inspiration of the Evil One. They 
tell us that it leads to corruption, extrav- 
agance, and waste, and that practically 
all the evils of modern life insurance, real 
or imaginary, are attributable to the de- 
ferred dividend system. These chafges 
have been so often refuted that I shall 
not dwell upon them now further than 
to cite a little life insurance history bear- 
ing on the case. 

The deferred dividend is not a modern 
The first dividends of the 
Mutual Life, the oldest American com- 
pany, were on the five-year distribution 
was true in the 
ease of many other companies fifty and 
sixty years ago. 
dividends were adopted, and had become 
nearly universal in the early seventies, 
though the Equitable and the New York 
Lite were then beginning the introduction 
of their tontine contracts. With the be- 
ginning of that decade was ushered in the 
darkest period of American life insurance. 
It was a time of gross mismanag 
and error, of panic and disaster. 
companies failed—many more in that dec- 
ade than in all the other fifty years of 
life insurance in this country. 

It is a sufficient answer to the hue and 
cry recently raised against deferred divi- 
dends, and to the ridiculous charge made 
in some quarters that all the evils of the 
present day are attributable to that sys- 
tem, to point to the experience of the 
scventies. The worst that has been proved 
or even surmised in the present day is 
ious in comparison with the mis- 

gement and disasters of that earlier 
and every company that failed 
was an annual dividend company. 
not charge, mark you, that the troubles 
of that period—the extravagance, the mis- 
management, the failures—were attributa- 
ble to the annual dividend system, but it 
would be as logical to do so as to at- 
tribute the comparatively few cases of 
wrongdoing unearthed by recent investi- 
gations to deferred distribution. 

It should be noted here that, while the 
failures of the seventies were not charge- 
able to the annual dividend system, it is, 
nevertheless, true that there would have 
been few, if any, failures had these same 
companies, duripg the fifteen or twenty 
years preceding, been accumulating their 
dividends on the deferred distribution 
The deferred dividend system, by | Wat 
cecumulating the dividends on every pol- 
icy for a period of years, involves, of ne- 
cessity, the piling up of large assets in 
excess of the legal reserve, constituting 
a contingent guarantee fund, primarily for] be 
distribution among the policy holders as 
their several dividend periods mature, but 
standing always as an impregnable de- 
fense between the legal reserve and im- 
pairment—a margin of safety that no other 
Take the most notable 
failure of the period referred to—the Char- 
ter Oak Life Insurance Company of Hart- 
ford, Conn. Its reserve was but slightly’ 
impaired at the worst. Had it been ac- 
cumulating its dividends on all policies 
on the deferred dividend plan duririg the 
preceding fifteen or twenty years, it would 
have had on hand, in excess of the legal 
reserve, a fund amounting to millions, 
end failure would have been impossible. 
On the contrary, the compantes of that 
day, by distributing their surplus yearly, 
and, because of the competitive demand 
for big dividends, by constantly shearing 
the margin of assets in excess of reserve 
down to the danger line, were many of 
them in. no condition te withstand the 
strain when the panic came, and loss of 
business ensued and confidence vanished, 

Not only is the deferred dividend system 
not a modern invention, but it is not an 
American device. It had its origin at the 
birth of life insurance. The.oldest company 
in the world the first ever organized on a 
scientific basis, the Old Equitable’ of. 
London, established in 1762, has always 
been a deferred dividend company. Dur- 
ing its 142 years of successful experience 
it never until in 1904 made use of a short- 
er dividend period than ten years. Un- 
. it has not only deferred its 
dividends, but it has not even appor- 
tioned them annually, as some deferred 

dividend companies do in this country. 
The Old Equitable is one of the best gom- 
panies in the world. Though a deferred 
dividend company, it has never had a 
scandal in all its history, and no com- 
pany in existence is more economically

In the case of New 
York, where immigration i¢ measured by | 
figures running into the hundreds of thou- 
sands, there are many instances where 
naturalized citizens are ready to go to 
almost any expense to have their relatives 
or friends admitted.
